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NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Drug legislation in the United States and in the States, revised to 
July 15, 1908, is one of the publications of the month in which there 
is an active interest. 

Transportation routes and systems of the world, the development 
of steam-carrying power on land and sea, 1800-1908, and table of 
distances from New York, New Orleans, San Francisco, and Port 
Townsend to principal ports of the world and principal cities of 
United States, is the title of a new monograph which is sure to be 
popular. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has started a new series of 
documents called Conference rulings. Bulletin 3, issued April 12, 
cancels and includes nos. 1 and 2. These rulings, though made in 
conference by the Commission as a body, differ from the decisions 
published in the set of Interstate Commerce Commission Reports, 
the latter being made by the Commission sitting as a court and 
hearing evidence and argument. 

Volume 14 of the Interstate Commerce Commission Reports has 
been issued during April. It has over 800 pages, is bound in full 
leather, and is sold by the Superintendent of Documents at $2.00. 

That well-known document, Circular 3 of the Publications Divi- 
sion, Agriculture Department, which lists the agricultural bulletins 
sold by the Superintendent of Documents, has changed from a 
numerical to an alphabetical form. Users may at first find the new 
form awkward, but when they have become accustomed to it they 
will probably like it better than the old. 

Agriculture Department Report 89 is one of three parts of a re- 
port by Drs. Wiley and Merriam of that Department on Durability 
and economy in papers for permanent records. The subtitle of this 
part is Paper specifications. The other parts are: Chemistry Bu- 
reau Circular 41, Paper-making materials and their conservation, 
and Suitable papers for permanent records, an article in the Year- 
book of the Department of Agriculture for 1908, not yet published. 
The authors in their letter of transmittal accompanying Part 3 do 
not hesitate to assert without qualification that the paper now used 
for publishing the results of the scientific researches of the Govern- 
ment “is highly perishable, its life in many instances being only a 
few years,” and “urgently recommend that the necessary steps be 
taken to secure the printing on durable paper of at least a part of the 
edition of each publication of lasting value.” 
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A practical, pertinent, and useful publication is Suggestions to 
authors of papers submitted for publication by Geological Survey, 
with directions to typewriters, by George McLane Wood, editor. It 
is deserving of a large circulation but has not been printed in a large 
edition. 

Mortality from consumption in the dusty trades is the interesting 
title of the leading article in Labor Bureau Bulletin 79. 

The 1909 meeting of the National Academy of Sciences was held 
in Washington during April, 1909, and by a not very remarkable 
coincidence the pamphlet report of the 1908 meeting was issued the 
same month. 

The pamphlet reports for 1908 of the governors of Alaska and 
New Mexico and of the superintendent of Yellowstone Park contain 
large-scale maps. 

Roster of organized militia of United States, with their stations, 
Feb. 28, 1909, is one of the April publications. 

Session laws, 60th Congress, 2d session, has been issued in two 
paper-bound parts, sold at $1.00 each. Statutes at large, for both 
sessions of the 60th Congress, in 3 vols., law sheep, is expected next 
month. 

The complete verbatim edition of Proceedings of conference of 
governors in the White House, Washington, D. C., May 13-15, 1908, 
is now available in a cloth-bound volume of 451 pages at 75c. Ad- 
dress Superintendent of Documents. 

An Experimental investigation of biting of man by fleas from 
rats and squirrels has been made by the Public Health and Marine- 
Hospital Service. This is a matter of importance because of the 
belief that plague is transmitted to man by fleas parasitic upon rats. 
So far as this investigation goes, that theory is confirmed. Rat 
fleas are found to be fond of man, preferring him, in fact, to the 
beasts which are their natural habitat. The name of the man ex- 
perimented upon is withheld. 

Hinds’s Precedents of the House of Representatives, a monu- 
mental work in 8 royal octavo volumes, is through the press, though 
all the volumes are not yet out of the binders’ hands. It is H. doc. 
355, 59th Cong. 2d sess., in vols. 79-85, pt. 2, serial nos, 5182-88, 
vol. 2. 

The Justice Department is the first Department out with the 
catalogue of its exhibit at the Seattle Exposition to be held this 
year. 

The latest list giving Location and area of national forests in 
United States, Alaska, and Porto Rico, makes the national forests 
number 149, covering an aggregate area of 194,500,048 acres. 

New arbitration treaties with China, Denmark, and the Nether- 
lands have been published. 

Bulletin 372, Geological Survey, is a Bibliography of North 
American geology for 1906 and 1907, and a more extensive one than 
might be supposed. Evidently the literature of geology is rapidly 
increasing in volume. 
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Bulletins 341 and 342, Geological Survey, Contributions to 
economic geology, 1907, is one of a long annual series, each number 
growing larger, till now it is necessary not only to print it in two 
bulletins instead of one, but to split the two into several “ separates ”’, 
each one of which is a pamphlet of respectable size. This month’s 
separates are entitled Investigations of coal fields of Wyoming; 
Investigations of coal fields of Colorado, New Mexico, Utah, Oregon, 
and Virginia; and Investigations of coal fields of North Dakota and 
Montana. 

Many of the early numbers of the Farmers’ bulletins—standard 
favorites with the reading class of farmers—have lately been 
reprinted. Among them are no. 22, Feeding of farm animals; 33, 
Peach growing for market; 34, Meats, composition and cooking; 56, 
Experiment station work 1; 61, Asparagus culture; 64, Ducks and 
geese; 66, Meadows and pastures; 183, Meat on the farm, butchering, 
curing, and keeping; 187, Drainage of farm lands; 188, Weeds used 
in medicines; and 203, Canned fruit, preserves, and jellies, house- 
hold methods of preparation. 


ADVANCE SHEETS OF THIRD EDITION OF CHECKLIST OF UNITED STATES 
PUBLIC DOCUMENTS 


Under the new provisions of law which take the annual reports 
and serials out of the Congressional set as distributed to the 
depository libraries, beginning with the 60th Congress, 1st ses- 
sion, there is no longer any valid reason for not assigning serial 
numbers to the lettered volumes of private reports of the com- 
mittees of the Senate and House of Representatives. This 
decision has been made by this Office since the serial numbers 
were assigned in a preliminary schedule of volumes, which was 
not printed for distribution. The serial numbers, however, having 
been changed so as to include the lettered volumes of private re- 
ports, the following changes are required in certain Advance sheets 
in order to make the serial numbers agree with those as assigned 
in the final Schedule of volumes, 60th Congress, 1st session, just 
issued from press:

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THORPE’S CONSTITUTIONS AND CHARTERS 


This extensive compilation, for which Congress, after several 
years’ delay, has paid Professor Francis Newton Thorpe $10,000, 
is scheduled to be issued as House document 357, 59th Congress, 
2d session, in 5 vols. (87-91), but it is now found that it will fill 
7 volumes of about 700 pages each, necessitating the issue of 
volume 91, House documents, 59th Congress, 2d session, in 3 parts. 
Three volumes have come from the binders thus far and work is 
being pushed on the others. The full title of this work is The 
Federal and State constitutions, colonial charters, and other organic 
laws of the States, Territories, and colonies now or heretofore form- 
ing the United States of America. 


WAR AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 


The 13th amendment, abolishing slavery, was submitted by Con- 
gress to the States Feb. 1, 1865, and by proclamation of the Sec- 
retary of State, Dec. 18, 1865, was declared to have been ratified 
by the necessary number of States. The proceedings concerning it 
are recorded in the Senate and House Journals, the Congressional 
globe, and the Documentary history of the Constitution. No docu- 
ment or committee report relating to it has been found in the Con- 
gressional numbered series. 

The 14th amendment, conferring citizenship on freedmen, was 
passed June 13, 1866, and was forwarded to the States soon after, 
as shown in a message from President Johnson found at page 3349 
of the Congressional globe, 39th Congress, 1st session, part 4. The 
amendment was carried through Congress as House joint resolution 
127, and the proceedings concerning it are contained in the Globe 
for the 39th Congress, 1st session, parts 3 and 4. The indexing of 
these volumes is very confused and inadequate, there being no 
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history of bills and resolutions. On page xi of the Indexes in each 
volume the best references under H. R. 127 are found. Others can 
be found under the names of the most prominent Senators and 
Representatives. Some of the speeches may be found under these 
references: May 8, 1866, Stevens, page 2459; May 8, 1866, Blaine, 
page 2460; May 10, 1866, Randall, page 25380; May 10, 1866, Strouse, 
page 25381; May 10, 1866, Banks, page 2532. Debate continued quite 
frequently from April 30, 1866 (page 2286, part 3), when Mr. 
Stevens reported the amendment from the Committee on Recon- 
struction, to June 18, when the final vote was taken. The discussion 
runs through parts 3 and 4 of the Globe for the 1st session of the 
39th Congress. 

The 15th amendment, giving the suffrage to freedmen, was adopted 
Feb. 26, 1869 (page 1641, Globe, 40th Congress, 3d session, part 3). 
It was Senate joint resolution 8, and the references thereto are found 
under that heading on page xvi of the Index. From Jan. 15, 1869, 
when the resolution was reported from the Committee on the 
Judiciary (page 378), to the date of final concurrence, Feb. 26, 1869, 
debate on the subject was frequent and runs through parts 1, 2, 
and 3 of the Globe for that session. 


JOURNALS OF THE CONTINENTAL CONGRESS 


The Journals, containing the public proceedings, 1774-88, were 
reprinted by Richard Folwell, Philadelphia, 1800-01, in 13 vols. The 
same were reprinted by Way and Gideon, Washington, 1823, in 4 
vols. The Secret Journals were published by Thomas B. Wait, 
Boston, 1821, in 4 vols. <All of these prints were bought by Congress 
in editions of from 300 to 1000 copies, but none is in the numbered 
series of Congressional documents. For a minute and interesting 
account of the manuscript and printed journals and papers of the 
Continental Congress to that time, see paper by Herbert Frieden- 
wald in Report of American Historical Association, 1896, vol. 1. 

The more complete edition, edited by Worthington C. Ford from 
the original manuscript and published by the Library of Congress, 
publication having begun in 1904, has now reached 138 vols. and may 
run to 25 vols. Like the other prints, this one is not included in the 
set of numbered Congressional documents, nor is there any free dis- 
tribution of it. It is sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 
$1.00 a volume. 


REPRINTS OF TREASURY REPORTS 


Feb. 7, 1828, Congress directed that the annual reports of the 
Secretary of the Treasury be reprinted, including the reports of 
Alexander Hamilton, the 1st Secretary, in an edition of 600 copies. 
The order being indefinite, the reprinting was continued till 1849, 
filling seven leather-bound volumes. Vol. 1 contains Hamilton’s 
famous reports on Public credit, a National bank,. Manufactures, and 
the Establishment of a mint, but no regular annual report from 
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him. The ist annual report reprinted is Gallatin’s of 1801, and 
thereafter there is a consecutive series. The seven vols. of reprints 
are not in the numbered series of Congressional documents. 


FRANCO-AMERICAN CLAIMS COMMISSION 


Besides the documents sent to Congress by the Commission, or con- 
cerning it, the Commission had printed by Gibson Bros., Washington, 
these titles: List of claims, 1883, 104 pages, octavo; Final report of 
the agent and counsel of the U. S., 1884, 171 pages, quarto; numer- 
ous briefs, and a compilation of briefs and other records, in 78 vols., 
octavo, of which, according to official information, the edition was 
“confined probably to ten copies or so.” Sets are in the State De- 
partment and the Library of Congress. 


ELLIOT’S COMPILATIONS 


Jonathan Elliot, an Englishman, born 1784, settled in Washington 
in 1814, and became a noted editor and compiler of public docu- 
ments. Beside his two extensive compilations which are numbered 
Congressional documents (Comparative tariffs of foreign nations 
upon imports, 27th Cong. 2d sess., S. doc. 210, and The funding sys- 
tem of the United States and of Great Britain, 28th Cong. 1st sess., 
H. doe. 15) he published The American diplomatic code, which is 
the first collection of American treaties (1st edition, 1827, 1 vol.; 
2d edition, 1834, 2 vols.) Also, Debates in the several State Con- 
ventions on the adoption of the Federal Constitution; (1st edition, 
1827-30, 4 vols.; 2d edition, 18386; a 5th vol., containing Madison’s 
report of the proceedings of the Federal Convention of 1787, was 
added in 1845, and 5 vol. editions were published in Washington, 
1854, and Philadelphia, 1861). Though these important works are 
not in the numbered series, they became public documents in the 
usual fashion of those days, by Congress buying editions for dis- 
tribution by its members. Mr. Elliot died in Washington, March 
12, 1846. 

FREE VERSUS SALE DISTRIBUTION 


A recent newspaper letter concerning the publications of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington quotes President Woodward as 
saying that the necessary limitation on the free distribution of 
publications has led to a marked increase in their sale. Although 
the broad question of the duties of the institution to the public in 
this matter still gives rise to explanatory and controversial corre- 
spondence, it is plain that the policy now adopted will soon meet 
with general approval. It is apparent that when the fact becomes 
generally known that editions are limited to 1,000 copies or less the 
public will be willing to buy at the mere cost of production and 
transportation the surplus of copies not needed for distribution 
among the libraries. This mode of disposition of publications will 
furnish one of the best standards of their value. 
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NOT AVAILABLE 


The Making of a book, a 77-page pamphlet entered in the Monthly 
catalogue for March, 1909, to the credit of the Government Printing 
Office, was printed for office use exclusively, and is not available 
either free or by purchase at present. Numerous requests have 
been received, regardless of the fact that the double dagger was 
affixed to the entry, indicating that it is not obtainable. It is sug- 
gested that a study of the symbols by the users of the Monthly 
catalogue would avoid much unnecessary correspondence and con- 
fusion.
